Column E - Plains Pocket Gopher 

This lACUC approved protocol utilizes commonly used small mammal traps, the 
Macabee or the DK-1. The traps are designed to effect immediate death by constricting 
and / or penetrating the pocket gopher’s thorax with pointed metal rods. The traps are 
placed underground in fresh burrows and tunnels of the animals negating any opportunity 
for anesthetics or analgesics. Human presence would alter the animal’s behavior 
negating the effectiveness of the traps. The traps are checked within 24 hours. Although 
infrequent (approximately 10%) if animals are found alive they are immediately 
euthanized by CO 2 asphyxiation. 
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
